Freight Rate Opposed 
Ha reports that many communications

Commission, had been adopted in fact 
through agreements between competing 
railroads In violation of the Sherman-

Placing Congress 
Under Surveillance 
• 


It was not only natural for Congress to resent the gross insinu- 


ation contained in the President's message, but it was necessary 
that some action be taken to assert the dignity and self-respect of 
the two houses. In discussing a provision of the sundry civil bill, 
enacted at tl e last session, limiting the employment of the secret 
»enicc agents, the President said: 


"It is not too much to say that this amendment has been of 


benefit only, and could be of benefit only to the criminal classes." 
He further stated that "the^ chief argument in favor of the provision 
was that the Congressmen did not themselves wish to be investi- 
gated." 


This is a direct imputation that Congress shielded criminals 


thrcugh fear of the Senators and 'Representatives that they would 
themselves be investigated. At the time the bill was passed there 
weic intimations in the press, emanating from sources in close touch 
with the White House, that the President was having the personal 
recoids, habits, social affiliations and business connections of Con- 
jjres.smen locked up. 
The suggestion of an espionage of this 


character naturally provoked resentment, and strengthened the re- 
luctance to placing in the President a power which he could use 
without restraint for any piirpose he chose. 


Two queries are suggested by the President's statement in his 


message: 


Did Congressmen vote for the provision the President deems 


objectionable through fear of being personally investigated by the 
agents of the -secret service? 


Was theie any intent to have the secret service establish a 


espionage over members of Congress? 


If there was no intention of putting Congressmen under sur- 


veillance, one s at a loss to understand why the President so broadly 
intimated thai the refusal to accede to the Executive's wishes was 
dictated by a lear of being subjected to personal espionage. 


It is hardly necessary to say that it would be highly improper, 


as savoring cf despotism and intimidation, for the President to 
place member-; of the legislative branch of the Government under 
the surveillance of a corp of detectives, whose reports are secret 
and confident!vt. 
Such a use of the secret service would be in the 


highest degre<- reprehensible. 
Arid Congress was amply justified 


in its action ii there was any good reason to believe the President 
proposed to institute a secret espionage over its members. 
The 


files of the daily press show that this very proposition was bruited 
by partisans of the White House while the sundry civil bill was 
pending. 


Whence emanated these reports? Clearly, they were intended 


to show Congress that it had better be on its good behavior or some 
of its members would invite unpleasant revelations regarding them- 
selves personally. This presents some disagreeable suggestions. 
Every traveler in Russia knows what terror the mention oE the 
terrible Third Section, the Czar's secret police, excites. In a free 
country such an institution is unthinkable. Even in Russia it is in- 
tolerable, a hoi rible engine of wrong an.l oppression. The effect of 
using the secret service to privately investigate Congressmen, 
sha'dow their nove merits and pry into their domestic and personal 
affairs would he .analogous, to the terrorism exerted by the secret 
police of the Moscovitc Empire. 


• We have hardly reached a stage of personal rule to justify or 


tola ate such methods. 
Congress is a branch of the government 


CO-oidinate with the executive and the judiciary. For the executive 
to attempt to •( oerce the legislative department by the employment 
of secret agents of the government as spies on Senators and Con- 
gressmen would be a violation of privilege and an infringement of 
constitutional prerogative, as well as a gross violation of private 
right. 


which in their present condition are of comparatively little value. 
Congress should lose no time in carrying out the recommendations 
of Colonel Biddle. 


After suffering the torture of being the best hated despot in 


Europe for the past thirty-two years, with his life constantly men- 
aced, the Sultan, Abdul Hamid, suddenly finds himself on the opening 
of the parliament elected under the constitution granted by him to 
Turkey last July under the pressure brought to bear upon him by 
the Young Turk reform p'arty, to be one of the most popular of sov- 
ereigns, cheered to the echo by the populace along streets leading 
from the Yildiz Kiosk to parliament house, which he would not have 
ventured to traverse formerly unless surrounded by a strong armed 
military escort. 
In all probability, most of the despotism exercised 


in the past during his long reign and the evils which the people 
suffered through it were chargeable to the old palace regime who 
ruled the Sultan as completely as they oppressed the pcop.le through 
him.
